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It Looks Like a Fighting Winter 


HE advance of Chinese Communists 
into Tibet, obvious reinforcement in 
strength of North Korean troops at 
the Manchurian border and resurgence of 
stiff fighting in Indo-China, to cite only a 
few of the trouble spots, make it look like 
a fighting Winter for the world. The 
Chinesé Communist reaction to the Korean 
conflict has not been to turn the other 
cheék. On the contfary, nothing seems 
clearer than that the world has two major 
powers who simply do not interpret their 
obligation to humanity in the same light 
as the rest of the world 
The situation internationally is not un- 
like the days when the Nazis and the 
Japanese began to get steam up on their 
Axis. Moscow and Peiping can be substi 
tuted for Berlin and Tokio, and the various 
“aims” of the sword-rattlers may read dif- 
ferently, but to all intents and pur} 
{jis is producing a world that must re-< 
and stay that way, if freedom is to be-se- 


cured. That, in a globe already racked ‘by 
inflation and the drain of the last war, is 
serious enough in all conscience. When it 
is contrasted with the genuine advance 
along the road towards peace that might 
have been made in these years except for 
this aggression and bad faith, the loss is 
immeasureable 

Russia has played a queer game in and 
out of the United Nations. Nothing in thé 
United Nations Charter gives warrant for 
the bolting of smaller nations by armed 
aggression. On the contrary, the Charter 
was supposed to assure to all nations, large 
and small, the determination of their own 
affairs. Twisting the evidence to Call de- 
fenders aggressors does not change the 
picture, because it-remains perfectly clear 
whose borders were crossed first and by 
whom, In it all neither Russia nor Com- 
munist China have lived up to their obliga- 
tions, and opportunities, as world powers. 
Butter, not guns, is the world’s real need, 


Canadian Military Strategy Reaches New Low 


ITH the official announcement that 
W the 2nd Battalion, P.P.C.L.I, will 

move to Korea this month the 
status of Canada’s Special Brigade as a 
fighting unit becomes more muddled than 
ever. A brigade is small enough in all con-, 
science; but -who-ever- heard of-one—tone 
battalion crossing an ocean to go to war all 
by itself! 

On arrival in Korea this orphaned bat 
talion will need foster parents, for in the 
tactical employment of field forces a bat 
talion is too small to look after itself and 
too small to be fought as an independent 
unit. What then will become of the Princess 
Pats? Will they be absorbed by the United 
States Army, with which they have been 
doing some training on this side of the 
Pacific; or will they be attached to forma 
tions from other Commonwealth nations 
whose equipment and tables of organization 
are the same, or nearly the same, as thelt 
own? 

If the Pats go to another Commonwealth 
force it is going to be a poor mark fot

might concciyably be able to function effec 
tively

out. That implies the-need for men and 
women who will be genuine leaders in civic 
affairs, with a ripe-knowledge-of the com- 
mimity and-progressiveness to. deal posi- 
tively with the many issues of the day, 
There are no easy times ahead for this 
community.
